The subject matters of claims 1-8 appear to involve an inventive step in view of documents 1 and 2 
cited in the ISR. 

Document 1 describes a technique for efficiently allowing editing processing and color space 
compression processing as in the synthesis of a watermark, and document 2 describes a general 
technique for inserting an electronic watermark. However, a technique for embedding and decoding an 
electronic watermark in a color image by means of a color signal transformation matrix and an inverse 
color signal transformation matrix is not disclosed in any of documents, and a person skilled in the art 
could not have easily conceived of the subject matters of claims 1-8, even considering a combination of 
the techniques described in documents 1 and 2.
